Place all garbage, refuse, and swill (potato parings, vegetable 
matter, etc.) in a covered metal barrel, as provided by the health 
regulations, or better still, burn it.

Inflammable refuse—- All grass, weeds, paper, rags, brush, chips or 
other inflammable material dry enough to burn are to be gathered in 
small heaps and burned on the premises. The Fire Chief has given 
permission to allow this on this one day, but it must positively not 
be done if the wind is high, or the water off. _Makeasmall fire only, 
watch it carefully, and keep a pail ‘or two of water handy near 
where your fire is. 

Building material and trade refuse—Such material as old bricks, 
stones, plaster or other building refuse and all trade refuse of any 
description, if collected will be removed, a reasonable charge being 
made therefore payable to the Health Department. 

Any old lumber, boxes or other material suitable for kindling or 
fuel should be broken up and neatly piled, or put away for this 
purpose in cellars or wood sheds. 

Those people guilty of throwing cans, etc., into the neighbouring 
lots are requested to gather them up.
